UNITED STATES VICE PRESIDENT WALTER MONDALE SAYS HIS TALKS 
WITH PREMIER LOUGHEED THURSDAY HAVE ADVANCED THE POSSIBILITY 
OF A "GAS SWAP" BETWEEN ALBERTA AND THE UNITED STATES. 

HE WILL REPORT TODAY TO PRESIDENT JIMMY CARTER ON THE 
STANCE LOUGHEED PUT FORWARD, MONDALE TOLD A PRESS CONFER- 
ENCE AFTER THE ONE HOUR MEETING. HE SAID THE TALKS "CAPPED 
A MOST SUCCESSFUL AND PRODUCTIVE VISIT" TO CANADA. 
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BUT HE MADE IT CLEAR THE TARIEF CONCESSIONS LOUGHEED WANTS 
DEPEND ON THE MULTILATERAL TRADE NEGOTIATIONS IN GENEVA. 

CANADA SHOULD PUSH FORWARD, HOWEVER, WITH BILATERAL DIS- 
CUSSIONS. 

THE VICE PRESIDENT DECLINED TO REVEAL TERMS THE UNITED 
STATES WOULD CONSIDER FOR TARIFF CUTS BETWEEN IT AND 
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CANADA. HE EXPRESSED OPTIMISM EVEN SO THAT THE TWO COUN- 
TRIES WILL BE ABLE TO AGREE ON CUTS TO MAKE POSSIBLE A 
SWAP-BACK OP NATURAL GAS. 

ANY GAS AGREEMENT BETWEEN CANADA AND THE U.S. WILL DEPEND 
ON THE APPROVAL OF THE ALBERTA GOVERNMENT AND THE REGULATORY 
AGENCIES OF THE TWO NATIONS, HOWEVER, HE WARNED. 

EVEN THOUGH THE VICE PRESIDENT AND LOUGHEED INDICATED THEIR 
TALKS WERE PRODUCTIVE, THEY REVEALED NO CONCRETE AGREEMENTS. 
PROVINCIAL ENERGY MINISTER DON GETTY TOLD REPORTERS THE 
DEVELOPMENT HE SAW FROM THE TALKS WAS THAT PREMIER LOUGHEED 
WAS ABLE TO FORCEFULLY EXPRESS ALBERTA'S INSISTENCE ON GAS 
EXPORT CONDITIONS - THAT "ALBERTA ISN'T KIDDING " IN ITS 
DEMANDS. 

GETTY GAVE NO INDICATION OF A SPEEDY GAS SWAP AGREEMENT. 

BUT HE ADDED THAT A SETTLEMENT WILL HAVE TO COME IN TIME 
FOR PREBUILDING OF THE PIPELINE'S SOUTHERN LEG TO BE 
PRACTICAL. 

THAT MAKES AGREEMENT NECESSARY BY LATE THIS YEAR OR IN 1979, 

HE SAID. SUCH A DEAL WOULD BE SO COMPLEX THAT THERE COULD 
BE CABINET-LEVEL DELAYS EVEN IF THE ENERGY RESOURCES CON- 
SERVATION BOARD APPROVES THE NECESSARY GAS PERMITS, MAKING 
A FASTER AGREEMENT UNLIKELY. 
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LOUGHEED SAID HE RECEIVED PROPOSALS FROM MONDALE AND HIS 
GOVERNMENT WILL EXAMINE THEM TO SEE IF THEY MEET ALBERTA'S 
DEMANDS. IN LOUGHEED'S VIEW THERE IS CONSIDERABLE SCOPE 
FOR INCREASING THE NATURAL GAS FLOW TO THE U.S. TO HELP 
MEET THAT COUNTRY'S ENERGY NEEDS AND MAKE POSSIBLE PRE- 
BUILDING PART OF THE ALASKA PIPELINE. 

HE CALLED MONDALE'S VISIT A RECOGNITION OF THE GROWING 
WESTERN PROVINCES' IMPACT ON CANADA. HE SAID HE DISCUSSED 
WITH THE VICE PRESIDENT ALBERTA'S CONCERNS ON ECONOMIC 
DIVERSIFICATION, TRADE AND RESOURCES. 

LOUGHEED HAS INSISTED THAT SUCH A SWAP CAN ONLY HAPPEN IF 
THE U.S. ACCEPTS TARIFF CONCESSIONS TO MAKE PROCESSED 
ALBERTA FARM PRODUCTS AND PETROCHEMICAL PRODUCTS MORE 
COMPETITIVE IN THE STATES. 

UNTIL THURSDAY THE PREMIER HAD BEEN SUGGESTING THE U.S. WAS 
SHOWING LITTLE INTEREST IN SUCH A COMPLEX DEAL. UNQUOTE.
